And, Fir/t, Several Church- Livings ( being 
Impropriate ) are of ſo ſmall a value, that 
the Incumbents are ſcarce able to Swbpt, much 
lefs can they expe to make Proviſion for 
Poſterity. 

This is indeed a very fad Truth. And 
though there is a way to redreſs this Grie- 


 vance, yet ir is too big for our preſent 


Thoughts. And theretore, 

Secondly, It muſt further be acknowledged, 
That ſome Churchwmen who have competent 
Preferments, do not yet make over-plentiful 
Proyiſion for their Wives and Children. And 
the cauſe ſeems to be this : 

Theſe Gent!:»1+» , though otherwiſe well 
Deſcended and of good Families ; yet being 
younger Brothers, or the Sons of ſuch, they 
have feldom any Eſtates in Lewd ; but ac- 
cagding, to the Cuſtom of our Country, ci- 
ther a of Money, or ſame yeatly i 
ty for their Lives : The Effects of which be-- 
ing uſually expended in a Chargeable Edu- 
cation, when the neceſlity of their Aﬀairs 
doth incline them to Marry, they eabnot 
expect conſiderable Portians with their Wine, 
becauſe for want of real Eftates, they are' not 
in. a Capacity to ſettle Feymures upon them. 
Hence it too oken comes to paſs; That 2 
free and generous Way of living, a ſcanted 
Portion, and a fruitful Wife ( who brings 2

Charge without a Competency to maintain 
it) do ſo entangle his Aﬀairs, that our ho- 
neſt Churchman is not only difturbed in his 
Thoughts, diverted from his Studies with per- 
plexing Cares, but alſo is ſo clogged with: 
the Neceſlities of a Family and other Ex- 
peations, that his Widow is many times 
left in a very mean, if not indigent Condi- 
_ tion. 

If therefore ſuch an Expediemt can be 
found, whereby Clergymen may, upon eaſy 
Terms, fettle competent Foynrares upon their 
Wroes ; if, for inftance, they may be enabled 
w ſecure them Thirty per Cent. to be yearly 
paid during their Natural Eives 5 This would 
not only take off the Reproach of Steep/.- 


bouſe Joyntures , bat would alfo encourage 
rhat-Hoſpiratiry-which is pry ones heir 
Yrofeflion. 'They may then. be obliging to: 
their Pariſhionets,' Charitable co the Poor, 


and may live wichout Diftration. And 
"though their Death ſhould be ſudden and- 


unexpeced, yer their Wives are competent- 
ly provided for. The very T of 
which will compoſe their Spirits, raiſe their 
Parts, and make the whole Courſe of theis 
Erves corafortable and caſy to them. 

And not only Churchmen, but alſo all other: 
Orders of Men may receive the Benefit of 


this Propoſal.

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There are ſeveral Pbyſtcians, Lawyers, Mer- 
coarts, Traders, &c. who, during their own 
Lives, are either Men of competent Eſtates, 
ar have the Credit to be thought fo : and 
conſequently their Wives are ſuitably main- 
tamed, But at their Deaths, their Wives (as 
well as thoſe of the Clergy) are ſometimes 
left in a mean, if not indigent Condi- 
tion, 

For as a Churchman's Preferments are on- 
ly for his Tife ; ſo neither can a Pby/ician 
Practice, nor a Lewyer Plead in the other 
Worid, I bave therefore ſometimes won- 
d:r'd, why the Clergy ſhould be upbraided 
with Sreeple-beuſe Joyntures : Since the Wives 
of other Profeflions, are in this refpeRt as 
liable to be expoſed as the Clergy. 

Fbr as the. Clergy ( who are of a Gene- 
rous Diſpolition ) do too often Live above 
their preſent Preferments ; fo Phyſſeians and 
Lawyers do ſometimes yearly expend to the 
utmoſt of their Practice. In ſuch Caſes 
( which roo often happen ) it muſt needs 
be acknowledz'd a great Advantage to ſuch 
Perſons, to have 3o, or 62, or 90 /. per Amn. 
Settled upon their Wives, by way of Joyn- 
cure or Rent-charge, in caſe they ſurvive 
chem. 

Nor is this Propoſal leſs uſeful to Traders, 
than to Men of Profellions. -

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For though Trade is a Gainful, yet it is 
an hazardous and uncertain way of Living; 
Wherein the moſt Sober , Sapacious, and 
Induſtrious Perfon may without his own 
fault , be ſunk and ruined by the miſcar- 
riage of others. 

he Falfenefs of a Partner, or Treachery 
of a Correfpondent, with many other Acc 
dents, may blaſt him in a moment. 

And though he may make fome tolerable

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From theſe Premiſfes it appears , That 
the Advantages of this Propoſal (even to All 
Orders and Profeffions) are not to be doubt- 
ed. But the chief Queſtion is, How theſe 
une! 6an be ſecured? What Security ſhall 

e given to the Subſcribers, that their Wi- 
dows ſhall not be Defrauded , but that the 
Joyntures and Annuities here promiſed ſhall 
be punRually. paid them 2? 

This is that which for many years did ex- 


erciſe Dr. on's Thaughts. 
For though he was encouraged by ſeveral 


knowing Judicious Perſons ( whom he had 
conſulted, and to whom he had communi- 
cated his Propoſal) that the D was Pra- 
&icable;z yet where to fix.it, or how to pro- 
vide fuch a Fund as might ſecure the 3» 
{cribers, was a matter ſome Difficulty, 
not only to himſelf, but alſo to the Under- 
caking. 

As to Himſelf, He was fully convinced, 
not only of the Trouble and Charge in.ma- 
naging fach a. Work, bur alſo of the hazard 
to his Reputation if it ſhould miſfcarry. For 
the generality of Men are very unjuſt in 
their Cenſlires,, and will allow nothing

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However, he did reſolve to go an; andit 


poflible, to finiſh what he had ſo long Pro- 
jeted. 


His Fir Addreſs was to the Corporation of 
the Clergy, Who indeed received him with 
the greateſt Kindneſs and ReſpeR ; But 
withal Declared, for Reaſons not now to 
be repeated, that they were not capable to- 
accept his Propoſal. 

His next Application was to the Royal 
Bank of England, Where he did not doubt: 
of ſufficient Security for the Subcribers. But 
for ſome Reaſons, which are obvious to 
Men of Buſineſs, this Royal Bank, at pre- 
ſent, is not- ſo MedelFd, as to manage this: 
Propoſal. 

Though thus far diſappointed , yet: 
Dr. Afjheton was not Diſcouraged. And be- 
ing admoniſhed, that a City-Company was Ve- 
ry capable to Undertake his Propoſal : And 
that the Mercers was the Beſt, both for Ma- 
nagement and Revenue, he immediately 
applied himſelf to that Company. And ha- 
ving firſt waited upon the prefent Maſter, 
( «. Bo known Worth, and inclination to 
promote Charitable Deſigns, gave him great 
encouragement of Succefs ) he next attend- 
ed the Wardens ) and ſeveral others of the

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Aﬀeer ſome time, a General Court of the 
taid Company was held, on Friday the r1th 
of November 1698. Where Dr. A/ſſheton's 
Propoſal was read to the ſaid Company. 
And the Door being then asked, what he. 


had further to ſay; he Replyed to this Ef- 
ted, vis. 

He was wery ſenſible, that Wiſe men, who 
are not apt to be impoſed on, do look upon Pro- 
pets with Caution, and at a diſtance. And 
tberefore be was not ſo wain as. to expett, that 
this Propoſal ſhould be unanimouſly recerved, after 
anc ſingle Reading, at a General Court. For the 
Reaſons of ſuch an Undertaking are not always 
abwioms, but require ſome Thought and Applicati- 
an of Mind. He therefore bumbly moved, That 
a Committee might be appointed, to conſider and 
examine the Reaſon; of the Propoſal, together 
with ſuch a Method, as ſhould be thought moſt 
Expedient for the Management of ut. 

Whereupon a Committee was appointed to 
eonlider of the ſame, and what Security the 
Company could-pgive to the Subſcribers. 

The which Committee ( after feveral 
Meetings, and Diſcourfes with Dr. A/ſheton ) 
made their Report to another General Court 
the 234 of December, 16y8. Which Court 
having read the Report of the Committee, 
&J ſuſpend their Reſolution of the ſame for 
that tune, And another General Court was
